Mrs. Jamieson spoke, she said, 
on behalf of 57.000 women home 
makers of the province who were 
living on a substandard, either on 
relief, on the verge of relief, or 
.havlpg very low incomes. Such 
things as refrigerators, automo- 
biles, and other modern Inven¬ 
tions might Just as well have 
never been produced, as far as 
they were concerned. 

She said, while most of these 
women realized that fundamental 
changes tn the economic system 
were needed for a permanent 
Solution, there were certain 
changes that would ameliorate 
their condition. 

Particularly she wanted to see 
a low - rental housing scheme 
started, like every other civilized 
oountry but Canada Is doing. 
Tmnrovement of social services 
along many lines could be carried 
out to help them. Among other 
things, she suggested a domestic 
relations court.
